The 
strain o f winter is no w in the pro cess o f being 
entirely fo rgo tten and tho se who have hugged 
the firesides and the great indo o rs are no w 
emerging fo r their sunshine, fresh air and the 
additio nal enjo yment o f life that go es with these 
mo re healthful activities. 
Every summer brings a tremendo us increase in 
all so rts o f recreatio nal activities. There can be 
no questio n abo ut the fact that America is health 
co nscio us to a greater extent than ever befo re. 
Mo to ring, o r to uring, as so me prefer to call it, 
co ntinue o n the increase. 
Perhaps educatio nal 
desires as well as health are respo nsible fo r this. 
Or maybe it’s a thro wback fro m preceding gen­ 
eratio ns o f wanderers. 
Mo to r bo ating, sailing and every o ther divisio n 
o f acquatic spo rts are decidedly mo re po pular. 
Tennis co urts, go lf co urses, the baseball diamo nd 
and riding paths are cro wded to the hilt regard­ 
less o f where yo u go . 
All in the interest o f health—health so neces­ 
sary to o verco me the strain and nerve-racking 
pace o f mo dern life. 
So me might argue that all this increased in­ 
terest in spo rts and recreatio n is due no t to a 
general realizatio n o f their health-giving bene­ 
fits, but to the inherent desire fo r play.

GETTING ACCURATE TIME 
No t to be o utdo ne by Washingto n and Califo r­ 
nia, o ur two states which have astro no mical o b­ 
servato ries o n the to ps o f high mo untains. New 
Yo rk City also has an o bservato ry resting, as well 
as searching, in the skies. And the o ne in New 
Yo rk has, in additio n, the distinctio n o f being the 
o nly o ne in the wo rld ato p a giant skyscraper. 
Actually*the o bservato ry do es no t belo ng to the 
City o f New Yo rk, but a watch co mpany, which 
built and wins it, had it erected so clo se to the 
heart o f the city that New Yo rk almo st can feel 
a sense o f po ssessio n. 
Rising thirty-eight sto ries abo ve o ne o f the 
busiest spo ts alo ng Fifth Avenue, at 47th street, 


the o bservato ry sits snugly in the sky, surro unded 
by a sco re o r mo re o f sto ne gargo yles. The winds 
shriek abo ut it in winter, the rains pelt it, the 
sun warms it, and millio ns o f peo ple pass by far 
belo w witho ut ever seeing o r hardly kno wing it 
exists. 
No new planets in o ur so lar system will ever 
be disco vered by this o bservato ry, and no great 
stars millio ns o f light-years away in the universe 
will ever be seen thro ugh its telesco pe. Fo r o b­ 
servatio ns o f neither planets o r stars is the- o b­ 
ject. New Yo rk’s skyscraper o bservato ry is inter­ 
ested in Time. 
At regular intervals the telesco pe in the o bser­ 
vato ry is trained alo ng the meridian, that imag­ 
inary straight line between the po les, and when 
the stars cro ss the merdian their time o f cro ssing 
is checked. When hundreds o f them have been 
checked, their -mean” time is ascertained. And 
this is called sidereal time, o r the time o f the 
stars. 
In minutes and seco nds sidereal time is 
three minutes 55.555 seco nds faster daily than 
so lar time, o r the time o f the sun. Naval Obser­ 
vato ry Time is sidereal time in the beginning, 
•and then three minutes and 55.555 seco nds are 
lo pped o ff to make it standard time. 
When the alarm clo ck go es o ff seemingly to o 
early in the mo rning, blame it upo n sidereal time 
and the stars.

Washing ton <A.P.)— President 
Hoover’s visit to Porto Rico and 
the Virg in Islands, closely fol­ 
lowing the request of the de­ 
partm ent of the interior for aid 
to improve native ag riculture, 
centers attention on the chiei < 
industry of insular possessions in 
the Caribbean. 
Farming there, still primitive 
to a deg ree, is moving swiftly to- 
! ward methods of the mainland. 
Farmers who once produced 
little more than sug ar cane and 
bay oil not only are learning to 
meet their own requirements in 
food crops, but also to produce 
winter veg etables for New York 
and eastern markets. 
Sug ar cane still is the chief 
product of both Porto Rico and 
the Virg in Islands, but produc­ 
tion is not expanding . Throug h 
influence of federal ag ricultural 
experiment stations, Porto Rico 
is turning attention to dairy ing 
and livestock, and the Virg in Is­ 
lands to veg etables and fruits. 
Prof. J. R. Ricks, former direc­ 
tor of the station at Starkville, 
Miss., has been appointed to the 
station on St. Thomas island, 
and the Mayag uez station in Por­ 
to Rico is in charg e of T. B. Mc­ 
Clelland. 
The Porto Rican station has an 
annual appropriation from con­ 
g ress of $59,000 and the Virg in 
Islands station $29,000. 
With the transfer of insular 
possessions from navy to interim 
control, the department of ag ri­ 
culture sent a chemist and a for­ 
ester to the Virg in Isands at re­ 
quest of Secretary Wilbur. 
Extreme prevalence of the fe ­ 
ver tick in Porto Rico and the 
Virg in Islands is g iven as one of 
the chief drawbacks to the pro­ 
duction of dairy and beef cattle 
but eradication has been started. 
In addition to the introduction 
of poultry , the stations are em­ 
phasizing sweet potato culture 
and wider use of improved vari­ 
eties of tropical fruits and veg e­ 
tables.

yesterday that a coating of sleet 
on the wings of the plane appar- 
ently was responsible for the 
mishap. 


In formal findings, the de- 


partment said its aeronautics in- 
spector found evidence which in- 
dicated weather was the -pri- 
mary cause of the accident." 


After the plane pilot received 


radio reports from Wichita, Kan- 
sas, that the weather was clear 
at that point, the statement 
said, he probably attempted to 
get above the clouds. 
-In doing so," the findings 


said, -it is thought that ice col- 
lected on the plane and possibly 
rendered inoperative certain in- 
struments that function through 
the air stream. 


"Without these instruments to 


assist the pilot, the plane ap- 
parently went into a steep dive. 
The results seem to indicate that 
on coming out of this maneuver, 
the change of direction occurred 
with such unusual rapidity as to 
build up an enormous load on 
the wings, which in turn brought 
about the wing failure."

of acquatic sports are decidedly more popular. 
Tennis courts, golf courses, the baseball diamond 
and riding paths are crowded to the hilt regard- 
less of where you go. 


All in the Interest of health—health so neces- 


sary to overcome the strain and nerve-racking 
pace of modem life. 


Some might argue that all this increased in- 


terest in sports and recreation is due not to a 
general realization of their health-giving bene- 
fits, but to the inherent desire for play. 


GETTING ACCURATE TIME 


No( to be outdone by Washington and Califor- 


nia, our two states which have astronomical ob- 
servatories on the tops of high mountains. New 
York City also has an observatory resting, as well 
as searching, in the skies. And the one in New 
York has, in addition, the distinction of being the 
only one in the world atop a giant skyscraper. 


Actuall^the observatory does not belong to the 


City of New York, but a watch company, which 
built and wins it, had it erected so close to the 
heart of the city that New York almost can feel 
a sense of possession. 


Rising thirty-eight stories above one of the 


busiest spots along Fifth Avenue, at 47th street, 


the observatory sits snugly in the sky, surrounded 
by a score or more-of stone gargoyles. Th^ winds 
shriek about it in whiter, the rains pelt it, the 
sun warms it, and millions of people pass by far 
below without ever seeing1 or hardly knowing it 
exists. 


No new planets in our solar system will ever 


be discovered by this observatory, and no great 
stars millions of light-years away in the universe 
will ever be seen through its telescope. For ob- 
servations of neither planets or stars is the- ob- 
ject. New York's skyscraper observatory is inter- 
ested in Time. 


At regular intervals the telescope in the obser- 


vatory is trained along the meridian, that imag- 
inary straight line between the poles, and when 
the stars cross the merdian their time of crossing 
is checked. When hundreds of them have been 
checked, their "mean" tune is ascertained. And 
this is called sidereal time, or the time of the 
stars. In minutes and seconds sidereal time is 
three minutes 55.555 seconds faster daily than 
solar time, or the time of the sun. Naval Obser- 
vatory Time is sidereal time in the beginning, 
•and then three minutes and 55.555 seconds are 
lopped off to make it standard time.

Later he became a member 
of the Ohio senate, serving there 
with Warren G. Harding and 
forming a friendship with the 
future president which contin- 
ued until Mr. Harding's death. 


Elected to the 58th congress in 


1902, when only 33 years of age, 
Mr. Longworth first served as a 
member of the foreign affairs 
committee. Later he was assigned 
x> the ways and means commit-

tion. Applying himself to a close 
study of these problems, he was 
n a position to take an import- 
ant part in the shaping of the 
country's tax policy.

Hoover's visit to Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, closely fol- 
lowing the request of the de- 
partment of the interior for aid 
to improve native agriculture 
centers attention on the chief 
industry of insular possessions in 
the Caribbean. 


Farming there, still primitive 


to a degree, is moving swiftly to- 
ward methods of the mainland. 


Farmers who once produced 


little more than sugar cane and 
bay oil not only are learning to 
meet their own requirements in 
food crops, but also to produce 
winter vegetables for New York 
and eastern markets. 
Sugar cane still is the chief 


product of both Porto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands, but produc- 
tion is not expanding. Through 
influence of federal agricultural 
experiment stations, Porto Rico 
is turning attention to dairying 
and livestock, and the Virgin Is- 
lands to vegetables and fruits. 


Prof. J. R. Ricks, former direc- 


tor of the station at Starkville, 
Miss., has been appointed to the 
station on St. Thomas island, 
and the Mayaguez station in Por- 
to Rico is in charge of T. B. Mc- 
Clelland. 
The Porto Rican station has an 


annual appropriation from con- 
gress of $59,000 and the Virgin 
Islands station $29.000. 


With the transfer of insular 


possessions from navy to interior 
control, the department of agri- 
culture sent a chemist and a for- 
ester to the Virgin Isands at re- 
quest of Secretary Wilbur. 


Extreme prevalence of the fe- 


ver tick in Porto Rico and thi 
Virgin Islands is given as one o 
the chief drawbacks to the pro 
duction of dairy and beef cattle, 
but eradication has been started. 


In addition to the introduction 


of poultry, the stations are em- 
phasizing sweet potato culture 
and wider use of improved vari- 
eties of tropical fruits and vege- 
tables.
